Exportations for war pur­ 
poses, to be sure, are and 
will continue to he heavy. 
Mr. 
Weisman 
recognizes 
the need of large produc­ 
tion for the armed forces. 
But the chief factor involv­ 
ed is farm labor, and he in­ 
sists that 
the government 
should give more considera­ 
tion to that. There is as yet, 
he finds, no marked decline 
in livestock 
on 
American 
farms. 
He seems to think 
there is 
something 
queer 
about the farm machinery 
scare, saying: 
“ We wero 
led to believe only a short 
while ago 
that 
improved 
farm machinery and wider 
employment of power-driv­ 
en machinery has contribut­ 
ed to more effective agri­ 
cultural 
production, 
and 
that the amount of man 
power required by agricul­ 
ture 
wouid 
naturally de­ 
cline.” 
There are obvious imped­ 
iments now to some of these 
conditions. But is the situ­ 
ation so bad as it has been 
pictured?
